Here is an interesting 
theory: Many ‘Mainstream’ 
Australians are not so much 
put off Soccer because of lack 
of goals, but by it’s sheer size 
and complexity in the world, 
which is exacerbated by the 
national media’s inability to 


explain things properly. 
In any sport, you go 


straight to the very top to see 
the best. But, where exactly is 
the very peak of club Soccer? 
In Aussie rules and rugby 
league it’s right here in 
Australia, Most people in our 
two great metropolises live 
near a ‘world-class’ Aussie 
tules or rugby league club, 
where they can see the best 
players in the world and the 
structure is easy to understand 
because there is only one 
competition that really matters 
The first things a newcomer 
to Soccer learns is that the 
very best, is somewhere on 
the other side of the world. 
But where exactly? 
Nowadays he or she can get 
the top-drawer stuff piped into 
the home via Free-To-Air 
(SBS & ABC) or Satellite. So, 
supposing Mr. Mainstream 
decides to give Soccer a go 
and picks out a game at 
random which tums out to be 
a dour 1-1 draw between two 
European teams On top of 
that, it’s only half a game, or 
“first-leg’ as it’s called in 
Soccer - something totally 


unheard of in other football 
codes where all matches are 
settled within normal time of a 
single game. He, is going to 
have to wait another two 
weeks before he finds out 
who, has won. He’s not 
impressed because there were 
very few goals, it was not 
much of a spectacle and 
probably, he didn’t even 
understand what the hell they 
were playing for anyway. 
Something called a European 
Cup Winners Cup he was told 
~ and that’s it! No explanation 
of what a European Cup 
Winners Cup is. 

Deciding to give it another 
try, English Premier League 
soccer comes on and it’s great. 
It’s fast, entertaining and 
there’s heaps of goals. 
Manchester United as they 
often do, put on a good show 
so ‘Mainstream’ decides to 
follow them, particularly as he 
heard the commentator 
mention at least a dozen times 
that this is the “best league in 
the world”. What’s more Man. 
Utd are the ‘champions’ of the 
“best league in the world” so 
they’ve got to be ‘the best 
team in the world’. Now, it’s 
beginning to make sense, and 
he can’t wait to see their next 
match in the European 
Champions League. 

But alas, the champions of 
the “best league in the world” 
Jose at home to a Turkish club 
in another dour, aff 

Confused again, ‘Mr 
Mainstream’ has also noticed 
that Scottish football gets a 
good coverage in the daily 


papers as well as the sattelite 
channels, so that too has got to 
be of a very high world 
standard. Again it's fast, 
entertaining and heaps of 
goals particularly from 
Rangers who hammer their 
opponents every weekend. It’s 
almost like watching rugby 
league! Great, ‘Mr. 
Mainstream Aussie’ decides 
to follow Rangers. They too 
are in the European 
Champions League 

However, the ‘Gers’ get 
hammered themselves by an 
Italien club and in fact they 
look more like the sort of 
teams that they regularly 
wallop in the Scottish league. 
So, why do they get so much 
coverage in the media? 

‘The reason it’s confusing is 
because the media here makes 
it confusing. The bulk of 
newspaper media coverage 
concentrates on English and 
Scottish football and not just 
the Premier leagues either. We 
get results from Divisions 
One, Two and Three and 
sometimes even for God’s 
sake - The Vauxhall 
Conference League. In the 
Aussie Daily's sports 
coverage which most 
Mainstream Aussie read, it’s 
easier to find out how 
Arbroath got on than the 
World Club Champions Ajax. 

If Mr. Mainstream is still 
interested, he will begin to 
suspect that despite their low 
coverage, the ‘best’ 
European leagues, are 
‘officially’ in Italy, Germany, 
Spain, France and Holland. 


This, is an ‘official fact’, until 
English clubs can prove 
otherwise, by winning the 
European Cup and the UEFA 
Cup (which they haven’t done 
since 1984). 

In sport opinions are 
verified only by ‘hard facts” 
and now, here comes another 
baffler. If Mr. Mainstream 
thinks he has tracked the very 
pinnacle of soccer to the 
European mainland, the 
Toyota Cup will really throw 
the spanner into the works, He 
will be told quite casually that 
this match which is played in 
Tokyo and which he’s never 
even heard of, is the official 
‘club championship of the 
world’. This then is the real 
‘Superbowl’ and ‘Grand 
Final’ of world club soccer 
‘Then why has he never even 
heard of the South American 
club involved, either? Why is 
he informed regularly of Raith 
Rovers and Rochdale’s 
performances but never told 
about River Plate? Of the 34 
Toyota Cup Finals since 1960 
the South American 
Champions have won 20 to 
Europe’s 14. (On top of that 
Mr. M learned recently that 
South American countries 
have also won 8 World Cups 
to Europe's 7), 

So, having discovered to 
his surprise that the best 
leagues in Europe are to the 
east of the ‘English Channel’, 
it now appears that the best 
leagues in the world are 
thousands of kilometers to the 
west of the continent across 
the Atlantic Ocean - in South 


and Brazillian Leagues get 
less coverage than the English 
and Scottish 3rd Divisions, he 
wonders? 

Of all the replica shirts you 
see Aussie kids wearing, 
Manchester United, Liverpool 
and AC Milan would be about 
the most popular. Ask any 
expert here which have been 
the best club teams in the last 
twenty years and he would 
mention Liverpool of the 
70’s/80's and of course AC 
ae of the late 80’s/early 


s. 

Yet the great Liverpool side 
of Dalglish & Co. met Zico’s 
Flamengo in the 1981 version 
of the Toyota Cup and were 
taken to the cleaners by a 3-0 
scoreline which could have 
been doubled and by one of 
the finest exhibitions of 
football seen during the entire 
eighties. Who, ever mentions 
Flamengo as a great club? Just 
three years ago, ‘mighty’ 
Milan who had hammered 
Barcelona in the European 
Cup Final were put in their 
place by another brilliant 
exhibition of slick, attacking 
football from another 
Brazillian and South 
American Club Champion, 
Sao Paolo who won more 
easily than the 3-2 scoreline 
suggests. How many Aussie 
kids do you see wearing 
Flamengo or Sao Paulo shirts? 

Which is the greatest 
football club in the world? 
Ask Australian soccer fans 
and the most common replies 


will of course be between 
Manchester United, Liverpool 
and Milan, Yet, no English 
club has ever even won the 
World Club Championship 
whereas Milan’s record three 
wins, is equalled by two 
Uruguayan clubs, Penarol and 
Nacional! They, would be 
totally unknown to 
Mainstream Aussies! 

Now we come to what must 
appear to be the most baffling 
of all football matches - the 
FA Cup Final.Would I be 
exaggerating in saying that 
this match gets the second 
biggest TV and press coverage 
after the World Cup Final 
itself? Yet, it doesn’t prove 
anything although 
‘Mainstreamers’ could be 
forgiven for thinking that this, 
is England's answer to the 
‘Grand Finals’ of Aussie rules 
and rugby league. Perhaps it 
could be made believable 
when a Manchester United 
wins it each season, but what 
about when another Coventry 
City or Wimbledon take the 
FA Cup as they are due to do 
any year now, according to the 
law of averages? How do you 
explain then to a 
*Mainstreamer’ that the 
Aussie media have worked 
themselves up all week over a 
meaningless match which was 
won by a mediocre team from 
the English Premier League 
that wouldn’t even make the 
top 100 in Europe never mind 
the world? 

It's hard enough 
remembering what all the club 
competitions are all about. 


Now next year — we are 
going to have a Club 
Confederations Cup for ALL 
the Continental Club 
Champions — including 
Oceania. 

‘And that — is only half of 
it because we haven’t even 
touched on the International 
Competitions. The World 
Cup, European 
Championships, Copa 
America, Confederations Cup, 
The Olympic Games Football 
Championships.,..ete. etc. etc. 

Has anyone in Australia 
ever thought that it could be 
the very success and enormity 
of our game abroad that’s 
turning people here away from 
it — all because the mass- 
media can’t be bothered to 
explain to it’s readers what 


it's all about?

Carolyn Lynch. The extra 
berth came about with the 
decision of fellow State player 
Sarah Fitzgerald to move to 
the mainland and play for 
NNSW. 


“[ was very surprised. I 
didn’t expect it at all,” 


recalled Nolan on hearing the 
news. “The other two 
Tasmanians had been told in 
Darwin (at the National 
Championship).” 

The 17 year old’s only 
previous involvement at 
national level is a couple of 
training camps in 1994 and 
1995 as part of the National 
Junior Squad, but she came 
under the eye of Sermanni at 
the recent Senior Nationals. 
“It's the best National I've 
had so far, and is actually my 
first at senior level.” 

Nolan will pull on 
Victoria’s colours for the 
league kicking off on 
December 6, just after she 
finished Year 12 exams. She 
‘knows little about her adopted 


team or its players, but is 
looking forward to it all.

Nolan is 
also one of five girls training 
once a week with the boys, 
and is grateful for the support 
she has received from 
Tasmanian Soccer official 
David Smith to help get 
involved in such programs. 

“If females want to 
improve, that’s the way 
they’ve got to go, playing 
with the males,” said Nolan. 
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“Tf you stick in women’s 
soccer, there’s not that far you 
can go. It takes the boys a 
while to get used to you, but 
once they realise you can 
it’s okay. After just one 


Boys’ soccer is nothing 
new to Nolan after mixing it 
with them since Under 6s. In 
fact until four years ago, the 
young Nolan was never aware 
girls’ soccer even existed. “I 
had no idea women played 
until someone told me.” So 
Nolan decided to join the 
women’s ranks the following 
season, but found the 
competition not quite to her 
likin;

But a lot of good 
ideas came out in discussion, 
We must remember that we 
should not complicate 
football, as one of its real 
qualities is its simplicity.

“Time-outs are not a hot issue 
for FIFA right now.

In 1938 they became the first second 
division club to win the Scottish Cup. The years following the second world war 
were the best for the Fifers. They even had their first derby in the first division 
against Raith, the game drawing their record crowd. Three League Cup wins saw 
the club’s finances imrove and with that came floodlights in 1954. They played 
Leeds for their first match under lights. In the 1980's the ground was comppletely 
modemised, however expectations of ground standards have increased since then. 
Today there are only seats for 600 spectators. The ground is tight and sea breezes 
come in from behind the ground: As Simon Inglis puts it in the Football Grounds of 
Great Britain where most of the history part of this series is gleanod, “It could just 
be that the ground is the only site stopping sports lovers from carrying 
up the road to St Andrews.”
